At Danville, Va., a fire destroyed the cotton 
factory of E. L. & A. Gerst, tobacco ware- 
house of S. H. Holland & OCo., the tobacco 
factory of Hale, Hickey & Oyer, and the 
tobacco factory of W. F. Low and several 
outhouses. The loss is estimated at $150, 000; 
insurance, $116,000.
